reports for the week ended July 19, 1902. Daring the week 3 vessels 
were inspected and held in quarantine, as follows: French steamship 
Salvador, on the 17th, from Port au Prince, Jeremie, Les Oayes, Jacmel, 
Santo Domingo, and Mayaguez ; 17 pieces of baggage aud 2 sacks of 
mail from Haiti and Santo Domingo were disinfected and 16 pieces 
inspected and passed. The Cuban steamship Julia, on the 18th, from 
Havana, Nuevitas, Gibara, Baracoa, Santiago, Santo Domingo, and 
Macoris ; 69 pieces of baggage and 2 sacks of mail from Santo Domingo 
were disinfected and 32 pieces, principally from Cuba, were inspected 
and passed. The Spanish steamship Monserrat on the 19th, from Havana, 
Port Limon, Colon, Sabanilla, Puerto Cabello, and La Guaira ; 12 pieces 
of baggage from Port Limon and 1 sack of mail were disinfected, and 
11 passengers for this port permitted to land, being considered immune. 
Four bills of health were issued during the week. Nothing of interest 
in sanitary or quarantine lines has occurred.
